And whereas it is expedient, that the Fees to be taken by the Lord 
High Chancellor of Ireland, or the Lord Keeper, or the Commis 
sioners for the custody of the Great Seal, and by the several Officers 
of the said Court, should be ascertained and regulated by law ;

That it may be Enacted; Hub hr ft Ctnfltttbby The KING’S Most 
Excellent Mmestv, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords

offices of the said court, or doing any part of the business thereof, shall 
ask demand or receive any fee or sum or sums of money whatever, 
on account of or for the performance of, or under pretence of per- 
forming any act matter or thing whatsoever, in anywise relating to 
the business of the said court, not mentioned in the said Tables^ or 
some or one of them, as payable for or in respect of such act matter 
or business, except under the provisions of this Act, any law usage or 
custom, at any time heretofore made used or exercised, to the contrary 
in anywise notwithstanding; and that the said Tables, and all direc, 
tions matters and things contained therein, shall be taken as part of 
this Act, to all intents and purposes whatsoever.
